in Vienna, Austria in the Winter of 19ld. to wage a 
"people' s" realst an ce war for a free, independent and 
democratic Austria. (Anti-Hitler, anti'J’russian} . 

3* The Schellehberg Groop: WAter Schellenberg was the 

man who becama the head of Hitler* s Foreign Intelligence 
Service« Ha formad a faotion wlthln the SS Thich 
played an active roll ln foxmulatlng Nazi pollqy toward 
the Western allles« 

U« Alfred Nanjooks: SS Sturmbannfuehror who was involved 

in the Venlo affair and was connected with the Austttan 
^ undergrotmd movement. He died in early 1966« (No 

post WII tracea«) 

5* ^E^dlhelm Wanneoki SS St. Col« who was head of AMT. VI, 
ESHA (Foriegn Intelligenoe) , and was chief aasistanb 
to Kalteribrunner (Chief, RSffil)« (One trace, ÜAyA-liU60, 
dated ^ Jaimary 1950, indicates that Wanneck was a 
contact of Willie HOETTLEjf " J HOETTLE is 
branded a notorious inteiligenoe swindLer and possible 
RIS agent.)
